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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



Claims 1-4, 7-10, 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Tamai et al (US 2005/0233133). 

Re claim 1 , Tamai et al disclose a magnetic shield panel (used for PDP) [0088] 
comprising: a magnetic shield member (2, 2a, 2b) made of magnetic material (magnetic 
film)[0002]; and a translucent plate member (1) to which the magnetic shield member is 
attached. 

Re claim 2, wherein the magnetic shield member is held by a translucent heat 
insulating member (IR barrier material for high heat insulating seal)[0088]. 

Re claim 3, wherein a radio wave shield member (conductive film) made of 
electrically conductive material is attached to the translucent plate member [0002], 
[0003]. 
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Re claim 4, wherein the number of the translucent plate member is not less than 
two (other translucent plate 3). 

Re claim 7, Tamai et al disclose a magnetic shield member made of magnetic 
material (magnetic film)[0002]; and a metallic plate (conductive film) to which the 
magnetic shield member is attached [0002]. 

Re claim 8, wherein the magnetic shield member is held by a heat insulating 
member [0088]. 

Re claim 9, wherein the heat insulating member is made of refractory material 
(high heat insulating material) [0088]. 

Re claim 10, wherein the number of the metallic plate is not less than two 
(functional films)[0002]. 

Re claim 13, wherein the metallic plate is made of material selected from a group 
including iron, copper and aluminum [0023]. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 5, 6, 11, 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Tamai et al (US 2005/0233133) in view of Takeshi (JP 2002-164686). 
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The teaching as discussed above does not teach the magnetic shield member is 
arranged substantially in parallel with the direction of a magnetic field (re claim 5), 
engaging portions are provided at both end portions of the magnetic shield member, 
and the magnetic shield member is formed into a substantial l-shape or Z-shape (re 
claim 6). 

Takeshi teach the use of a magnetic shield member which is arranged 
substantially in parallel with the direction of a magnetic field and engaging portions are 
provided at both end portions of the magnetic shield member, and the magnetic shield 
member is formed into a substantial l-shape or Z-shape. It would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify the magnetic 
shield member of Tamai et al by employing the l-shape shield member that is parallel 
with the direction of the magnetic field for the purpose of having air permeability as 
taught by Takeshi.
